At Lex- 
ington, Ky., where we spent the Sab- 
bath, a pilgrimage to the cemetery 
where Henry Clay 1s buried well repaid 
us, & fine monument marks the spot in 
the form of a very. tall column sur- 
rounded by a fine full length statue of 
the great Statesman. Lexington is a 
fine city of about 35,000 population, 
located-in the very heart of the famous 
blue grass country. It has fine streets, 
well paved and shaded, electric cars 
and lights, a handsome court house, 
fine churches and “beautiful homes. 
Hamilton College for young women 
and the Kentucky College for young 
men are located here. 

The ride from Louisville to Lex- 
ington we shall long remember. The 
prospects for fine crops in this section 


co, corn and hemp greet the eye on all 
sides and the numerous distilleries 
show us where the whiskey of the 


maéi the ‘‘Uld Kentucky Houses’ 'are 
a marvel, Set way back from the 
travelled road, with splendid shade, 
they impress the traveller as the ideal 
of peace and contentment. 

AT FRANKFORT. 

The capital city is a'gem. Located 
on both sides of the Kentucky River, 
surrounded by high bluffs, its situation 
ismost romantic and picturesque. It 
is a compact little city of about 10,000 
population. It does considerable man 
ufacturing, especially. of whiskey 
which we presume proves a valuable 
adjunct of Kentucky legislation. In 
the cemetery near by located on the 
brow ofa bluff lie the mortal’ part of 
Henry Boone and other noted pioneers 
of Kentucky.. Vandals have desecrated 
his monument, a disgrace to our civil- 
ization. If we have not wearied you 
we may at some future time continue 
our notes by the way.

Connty Population. 


A hundred years ago Lynn had a 
population of 2295, and the population 
of Essex County was about 58,000— 
varying little from that of Lynn to-day. 

There were 22 townships 1n the coun- 
ty atthat time—Salem being the largest, 
with 7921 inhabitants. Marblehead 
ranked as second, with 5660 people, 
and Gloucester third, with 5817. New- 
buryport, Danvers, Beverly, Andover, 
Haverhill, Ipswich and Newbury were 
larger than Lynn, and Lynnfield was 
the smallest of the townships, with 591 
inhabitants. 

The county now hes 35 cities and 
towns, and a population of more than 
300,000, Lynnfield retains its position 
as the smallest in the population, 787 
by the census of 1890, while Lynn has 
gone to the front, aluhough Swampscott 
and Nahant, with an aggregate of over 
4000, have been.taken from it. 

The agricultural towns have grown 
but little, or lost in numbers. Wenham, 
for instance, with a population of 502 a 
hundred years ago, had 886 by the cen- 
sus of 1890, and Boxford falls from: 925 
to 865, while the maaufacturing places, 
like Lynn and Haverhill, have had a 
steady and rapid growth, and Lawrence, 
in half of the centuty, comes up to 
second place.—Lynw Item.

People who livein the country, and 
more especially people who pass their 
summers in the country, spend a very 
considerable portion of the time when 
they are not indoors in driving or walk- 
ing over country roads. That the road- 
bedshould offer good wheeling and foot 
ing, both for economy and conifort,every 
one admits, and when we remember 
how many people pass over a given 
stretch of road within a season, it 
needs no argument to show thatif its 
borders are a delight to the eye, this 
fact will add greatly to the general en- 
joyment, Against the disfigurement 
of roadsides by linemen and path-mas- 
ters, who turn them into raw or rocky 
wastes, or disfigure them with an axe 
and with fire, Garden and Forest has 
often protested, and asks no apology 
for recurring to the subject. 

Where roads are laid through smooth 
and highly cultivated farm-land, a 
broad border of turf extending on 
either side of the wheel track and flow- 
ingunder open fences to unite with 
the grass of meadows or upland fields, 
with an occasional tree to break the 
monotony, is always agreeable to the 
eye when kept trim and neat.

The Three Ways of Casting a Spell—How 
Toads and Wax Images Are Employed. 
One Method Is Quite Fin de Siecle—Men 
ef Learning Believe In the Rubbish. 


Modern occultism, or, to put it in dip- 
lomatic costume, l’ocoultisme moderne, 
is becoming decidedly aggressive, to say 
the least of it, if we are to believe La 
Revue Illustree. Strange as the news 
may appear, it is nevertheless reported 
that the black art is flourishing fiend. 
ishly both in Europe and America, 

Oasting a spell upon an individual, 


ing a fellow,’’ has not, according to 
La Revue, fallen into innocuons des- 
uetuds. We all remember the scene 
depicted by Alexandre Dumas ih 
“Reine Margot,’’ in which the per- 
fumer of Catherine de’ Medici plunges a 
golden needle into the heart, or rather 
the place where the heart ought to be, 
of a little wax statuette modeled in the 
image of King Charles IX. But the 
magicians of the present day have 
brought modern improvements into the 
art. They practice three kinds of hoo- 
dooism,.according to the caprice of the 
client and the degree of hatred with 
which he is possessed. In one they use, 
@ toad, in another a doll and in a third 
they operate a l’esprit volant, or, in 
other words, they remove the spirit and 
place it temporarily just where they 
‘want it. 

Here are the prescriptions for the 
three methods: You take a road, male 
or female, according to the sex’of the 

whom you Wish toreach. You 
ptize it as you would a child, giving 
it the full name of your enemy. While 
you are committing this sacrilege you 
must endeavor to work yourself up into 
@ paroxysm of hatred toward your vio- 
tim, and you must sandwic® the sacra- 
mental words with the most horrible 
imprecations. Then you inflict upon 
the all the tortures that your imag- 
on can suggset, for your enemy is 
bound to suffer correspondingly. 

If you take an eyeout of the toad, 
your enemy will loge an eye, eto. In 
America, acoording to La Revue, the 
Black Crooks have recourse to a more 
®ummary expedient. They bury the toad 
at the threshold of the residence of the 

selected for a victim, with the 
result that he dies as if suffocated. 

The doll method is the most ancient 
and the most classic. It requires a wax 
figure called a ‘‘manie,’’ resembling the 
victim as. much as possible. It is alsu 

to have some little objects that 
belonged to the victim, or, better yet, 
ene of his teeth, portions of his nails or 
ene or two hairs of his head. You mix 
these things in with the wax of the doll 
and baptize it. Then, just like the poi- 
soner of Catherine de’ Medici, you stick 
a pin into the figure. If at that moment 
your enemy is even flirting with a 
young woman, he immediately begins 
to suffer from palpitation of the heart, 
naturally enough, if he does not die 
from suffocation. 

The proceeding l’esprit volant is the 
latest improvement in this science, and 
it is the child of hypnotism. In order to 
execute it you must have a subject whose 
astral body, which we are told is of a 
fiuid nature, will abandon the material 
body on your order and-transport itself 
toward your victim: It slips into his 
veins the poigons which you have learn- 
ed how to volatilize. The operation ter- 
minated, you return the astral body to 
ite carnal dwelling, and yon rouse the 
subject. The crime is committed with- 
out-anybody in the world being able to 
accuse you, and you are left alone with 
your conscience. But the conscience of 
a Black Crook is particularly elastic, 

Now, that is the way they work the 
gnachine, and La Revue refuses to re- 
veal the places Where the-ceremonies-are 
performed for fear of leading its read- 
ers into temptation. It is better, it says, 
to let them believe that the business of 
casting spells belongs to the domain of 
fables. But the surprising thing about 
it ia that men of learning and apparent- 
ly endowed with common sense indulge 
in this kind of rubbish. 

Witnesses well worthy of belief have 
told extraordinary stories of a certain 
Colonel de Rochas—stories that can 
~“gitdo~-the—-wildest—in ventions —of_ 
**Devil on Two Sticks.’’ Colonel de 
Rochas, we are told, has discovered a 
method of ‘‘exteriorizing the sensations 
of individuals.’’ Asmodeus used to put 
the souls of Christians who died im- 
penitent into bottles, but M. de Rochas, 
more ingenious than Asmodeus, concen- 
trates and dissolves in a glass of water 
the senses of enjoyment and of suffering 
of a subject previously magnetized. If 
this water is boiled, the subject writhes 
like St. Laurens on his gridiron, and 
if, on the contrary, the water freezes, 
the unfortunate victim becomes blis- 
sardly cold. 

Like the story of ‘‘ Jack and the Bean 
Stalk,'’ all this may not be as true as 
tho Bible, but in these days of advance- 
ment why shouldn’t the black art be 
reformed and rejuvenated?

Boston, July 25.—Higher prices must” 
be quoted for butter this week. New York 
has advanced 4% cent, Elgin 1 cent and 


Chicago 4 cent per pound. Boston falls 
into line with 4 cent. This has been 


brought about by the shrinkage in the 
make and by the deterioration in quality 
of a large portion of the receipts here. 
Not by any increased demand. 


It means that notwithstanding the lib- 


eral receipts and the large stock in cold 
storage, there is a shortage in the supply 
of what may be classed as fancy fresh 
butter, and that in order to secure a fair 
share of the make, a little higher prices 
must be 
plentiful, and rules at about previous 
prices, but it will probably feel the effects 
of the rise next week.

To some people the situation may seem 


peculiar in view of the large stock, but the 
market every year takes a turn of this 


kind, andold dealers look for it as a mat- 


ter of course. Last year, about this time 
prices started up, and during the first 
week in August were 6 to 6 cents from the 
lowest in’ July. No such advance is ex- 
‘pected this year, because the conditions are 
somewhat different, but once a rise begins 
it is difficult to tell where it will stop.

believe thatit is’ desirable to employ 
outside assistance, they have the legal 
right to do so, though the town meet- 
ing may have given them instructions 
in direct opposition to *such_a_ co le 
The law, as we ,understand it, 18 that 
while selectmen, if they do not com- 
ply with the wishes of the citizens, 
may be defeated at an election, when 
they-are once elected, they, amd not 
the town meeting, are responsible for 
the manner in which they perform 
public service, Ifthe majority of the 
citizens do not like the way in which 
they do this they have the remedy at 
the next annual election of turning 
them out of.office, but when in-office 
they cannot be instructed as to the 
manner in which they must carry on 
administrative work.

Increase in Real Estate and Decrease in 
Personal Estate Valuation. 


Our citizens will be pleased to learn 
that the tax rate this year will not exceed 
that of last, but on the other hand will 
be $15, $1.50 less. ‘The reduction is duc 
to the smaller appropriation made at the 
annual meeting this year, and toaslightly 
increased valuation. 

The following figures are taken from 
the assessors’ books, which have just 
been made up and compared with those 
of last year: Number of persons assessed 
a poll tax in 1895, Centre District, 617; 
South, 348; West, 877; a total of 1342 
against a total of 1319 in 1894, 

Valuation of real estate in 1895: Cen- 
tre District, $1,901,904; South, $727,162; 
West, $871,830; total, $3,500,896. In 1894, 
Centre, $1,887,500; South, $734,402; West, 
$847,040; total, $3,418,942. Gain in 1895, 
$81,954. 

Valuation of personal. estate in 1895: 
Centre, $478,033; South, $158,502; West, 
348,953; total, $985.488; In 1894, Centre, 
$511,700; South, $182,185; West, $362,642; 
total, $1;056i52% -Loss in 1895, $71,089. 

The net gain -in valuation over 1894, it 
will be seeti by these figures, is $10,915.

ful Haggetts any longer as the beauties; 


of Andover are unfolded in the Towns. 
MAN carriage drives, so let us go there 
this week, Not down the depot hill, but 
rather for a better road and a variet 
down our beautiful Central Street with. 
all. of its handsome residences and fine 
new road and out by Mr, Baker's, I 
never pass under the railroad bridge. 
without a little fear that my neighbor 
from the other way will run into me, but 
safely through here Iam content to look 
about. The old, old Abbott house must 
first claim attention, and what a poem 
clings all about it. Beautiful in its quiet. 
shade and its decay born of an honest 
wearing out, it seems as if all Andover 
history ought to belong to it, and lots of 
it really does. 

The pretty water-ford at the left and 
Mr. Baker’s house right in front of you 
should not be allowed to keep your eyes 
frem seeing the beautiful little brook ang 
waterfall over at the left that feeds the 
water-ford below. If you. feel as I do 
you'll wish youowned that field and lived 
in it all summer, the music of that brook 
is so pretty. The road is godd and passes 


pleasant places for the next mile, anda _ 


turn to the left brings us out upon the 
straight road’to Lowell. Nice farms and 
a fair road make all this good country 
and pleasant driving, and Haggetts is‘soon 
seen through the trees that form Shady. 
Side grove. . 

It is not a picme but a drive, however, 
that we are taking, and so we keep right 
on past the grove and pust the well-kept 
pumping station and grounds, ' The road 
is poor for a short stretch here, but it ig 
soon passed over, for I want you to go 
with me out over the railroad track and 
into the grounds of one of Andover’s 
most interesting men. It is phe first en- 
trance at the right after you cross the 
track and leads you into the nursery of 
Mr. Paul: Follansbee, who is not only a 
rare gardener, but a most entertaining 
gentleman and interesting historian. If 


you have time, by all means see his col- - 


lection of antiquities and prehistoric 
relics, If you must hurry on, see only 
what nature under skilled hands can show 
you in his grounds. You may drive right 
through the grounds and tie your horse 
at the pond side of the “‘rockery,” for 
here you will surely want to stop. I do 
not dare attempt to tell you of this feat- 
ure of a place full of features. The Su- 
preme Maker made it all very beautiful 
to begin with, with Haggetts out beyond 
and country all about, but add to this the 
getting together of hundreds of kinds of 
plants and shrubs planted in what seems 
almost Nature’s own way, and the inter- 
est of the place is multiplied manyfold, 

Don’t hurry from here but when you 
do go, pass out through the pond gate 
and continue, on around-the pond. The 
pond continually peeps at you as you 
drive on, and though the road is rocky at 
times and the hills steep, the beauty of 
the drive seems almost to make the 
horse’s burden seem light. 

‘Soon the white spire of the West 
Church comes into view (how the church 
spires do welcome the carriage drivers!) 
and Andover Centre is only two miles 
away. If you go home as [ like to you

TROOPS MOVING. 


Will Try to Prevent Conflict Be- 
tween Settlers and Indians. 


Settlement Surrounded by Angry Red- 
skins —No Proof That Lives of Any 
White Persons Have Been Lost. 


CHEYENNE, Wy.,’July 25.— The full 
orders telegraphed to General Coppinger 
from Washington are for him to issue the 
necessary orders for the movement of such 
a force of troops as he shall deem requisite 
for carrying out the request of the depart- 
ment of the interior to prevent conflict be- 
tween the Indians and the white settlers, 
and to return the Indians to their proper 
reservations. 

General Coppinger is instrueted to pro 
ceed to the scene of the disturbance, and 
to personally ditect the operations of the 
troops. He is also advised that if he should 
desire the use of troops from other depart- 
ments on account of their closer proximity 
he shall indicate to the war department 
the special force desired. 

The last mentioned instruction is given 
for the purpose of permitting General 
Coppinger to obtain troops from the de- 
partment of the Colorado or the depart- 
ment of the Columbia, if considered neces- 


Governor Richards has been advised by 
General Coppinger that four troops of cay- 
alry have been ordered from Fort Robin- 
son, Neb., to proceed to the Jackson Hole 
country to rotect the settlers. As it will 
require at léast two or three days to reach 
Jackson Hole with these troops, a battle 
between whites and Indians may be fought 
before they can be of service. ° 


Before They Can Be of Service, 


Adjutant General Stitzer, of the state 
militia, wired yesterday morning from 
Market Lake, Ida., as follows: ‘I met an 
Indian captain of police at Teton Basin 
yesterday, with 85 horses, hurrying out 
with all possible speed. I saw him again 
at 11 o'clock last night. He says he. can- 
not control the Indians, who will fight at 
noon today. There are in the Jackson 
Hole settlement 65 men capable of bearing 
arms, 8 women and 40 children. All of 
these are gathered at the settlement of 
Marysvale, situated between Gros Ventre 
and Little Gros Ventre rivers. 

“It is possible re-enforcements from 
settlements east, on the headwaters of the 
Big Wind river, and from.the Mormons to 
the south, have reached them in response 
to couriers sent out during the last week, 
asking for aid. It is estimated by the 
state authorities that no less than 200 In- 
dians are surrounding the settlement. If 
the whites have sufficient ammunition, it 
is confidently expected they can stand off 
the Indians until the troops come to their 
aid,”’ 

No Settlers Killed. 

A special from Pocatello, Ida., says: In- 
dian Agent Teeterof the Fort Hall reserv- 
ation left’ this city last night for the 
agency. He denies all sensational reports 
published .to the effect that settlers are 
being killed. Mr, Teeter says not a single 
white man, woman or child has been 
killed; but that the. Indians have warned 
the settlers that unless they are allowed to 
kill game unmolested there will be serious 
trouble. The whites are just as determined 
that no more elk shall be killed. Only six 
or eight Indians have been killed alto- 
gether, and Teeter says these will be 
avenged, Everything is quiet at‘Pocatello, 
and the Indians are lounging about as 
though nothing unusual was occurring. 
One old Indian remarked: “Me stay home 
and cut hay.’ 

A special from Evanston, Wy., says: 
A band of 218 Utes passed 45 miles east of 
here Monday on the way to Jackson 
Hole. A courier just arrived reports that 
they had stolen 200 horses, which they 
were driving with them.

The Wrong Man. 


Saturday afternoon Cliffurd E Me- 
Glauflin, a student in Brown University 
employed during the vacation by the 
Lowell, Lawrence & Haverhill electric 
road, appeared in police court charged 
with having assaulted Fred Royal of this 
town a week before. : 

The complainant in substance stated 
that on the Saturday evening in question, 
with John Wilcox, he boarded the 10.30 
o’clock car at the lower.end off Essex 
Street, It was raining and with others 
they stood up on the rear seat to keep 
out of the wet. Between Lawrence and

signal bell of the car, in consequence of 
which when near the Sutton Street cor- 
ner the conductor came back, seized Mr, 


Royal by the coat collar, and twisted him | 


tu the floor. on his knees, but did not 
strike him. During the altercation the 
conductor was told that. Royal was not 
the person who rang the bell and he was 
released. The story as related by the 
complainant was virtually confirmed by 
John Wilcox, A. H. Paul, and Irving Car- 
ney," who were also on thecar, It ap- 
peared by ‘Mr. Royal and witnesses that 
the bell was meddled with by Edw. Gro, 
gan, who left the tar-at Sutton’s Corner. 
Harry R. Dow, Esq., of Lawrence rep 
resented the defendant, Mr. McGlauflin, 
who in substance testified to the annuy- 
ance to himself caused by the frequent 
alarms given by the bell, and to the dis- 
order occasioned by, it. Lhere were about 
sixty people On the caryj,, Near the Union 
Street corner the motet-man went to the 
rear of the car and said’ something about 
ringing the bell, At the Sutton Street 
crossing he heard four bells in quick suc- 
cession and “saw a hand _ go up near the 
complainant, and supposing that it be- 
longed to him went back and pulled him 
off the seat. When told it was not Royal 
who was to blame he released him. 
Motor-man 8. W. Phelps, who made 
the trip testified to the annoyance caused 
by frequent ringing of the bell. Near 
Unioti Street the trolley came off and the 
confusion was so great that he threatened 
to run only to the power house if it did 
not cease, ; 
In arguing for the defendant Attorney 
Dow claimed as a reason why the de- 
fendant should be discharged that while 
there might be cause for action under 
civil law, there was no criminal intent 
manifested in the action of the accused. 
The last car for this town had no envia- 
ble reputation for order, and the bia 
tor was merely trying to secure theli 
terests of his passengers, and to do his 
duty in preserving order, He considered 
that the doctrine found in the case of 
Commonwealth vs. Presby 14 Gray 65, in 
which the court held, that when the deed 
and will were separate there was not that 
conjunction necessary to commit a crime’ 
applied to’the present case. He directed 
attention to the bad moral effect upon 
the community if the defendant were to 
be punished for seeking to do what he 
thought was for the preservation of order. 
The court ruled that where the act had 
beén committed the intent was inferred 
and as the testimony showed plainly that 
the wrong man had been attacked, he 
felt justified in finding the defendant 
guilty of simple assault and he would 
continue the case for setitence. : 
Chief of Police Robinson stated that it 
was customary for an officer to ride on 
this last car Saturday night to preserve 
order and see that things were kept quiet

All night »long, from the 16 to: 17 
Brumaire, a consmittee of the Anvients 
was in session, minutely perfecting their 
plans. Next morning at 7 the faithful 
majority, having been summoned ac- 
cording to form, convened as the’ coun- 
cil, for the doubtful members had ei- 
ther not be... summoned at all or had 
received notice of a later hour. As soon 
as a quorum was present, Cornet, a well 
known butt for the wits, rose and de- 
nounced the terrible conspiracy which 
was menacing them. Regnier then 
moved that, according to articles 102, 
108 and 104 of the constitution, both 
branches of the l@;islature should meet 


palace of St. Cloud; that General Bona- 
parte should be intrusted with the exe-. 
cution of their decree, and that to that 


Paris garrison, oftheir own special 
guard and of the National guard; that 
he therefore appear and take the oath, 
and that these resolutions be duly céim- 
municated to the directory, to the five 
hundred, and also to the. public by 
printed proclamation. The motion was 
darried unanimously. * i 
During these proceedings all the gen- 
erals present in Paris except Jourdan 
and Augereau, who had not. been invit- 
ed, but including the stanch republican 
Lefebre, commander of the garrison, had 
gathered in and before Bonaparte’s 
house. They had been requested to come 
in uniform in order to arrange for a re- 
view. It was noticed that Bernadotte, 
ethough present, was not in uniform. He 
had so far yielded to the blandishments 
of his brother-in-law as to come, but de- 
clared that he would‘ obey only what 
was at that moinent the chief authority 
in the state. Lefebre was in uniform, 
but having met on the way bodies of 
troops moving without his orders, and 
not being’ initiated, he was naturally 
startled.- But Bonaparte knew his man. 

‘Would. you, a supporter of the re- 
public, leave it to perish in the hands 
of these lawyers?’’ was his greeting. 
‘See, here is the sword I carried at the 
Pyramids. I give it to you as a mark of 
my esteem and confidence. "’ 

‘Let us throw the lawyers into the 
river,’’ came the expected answer. 

A few moments later arrived the au- 
thoritative summons from the Ancients. 
Bonaparte stepped out on the porch and 
»xead their proceedings aloud. By a unit- 
ed impulse the officers flourished their 
swords in response. It was but an in- 
stant before they were mounted, and 
with Bonaparte in front the cavalcade, 
headed by men either already famous or 
destined to become so—Macdonald, Se- 
rurier, Murat, Lannes, Andreossy, Ber- 
thier and Lefebre—proceeded to the 
counci] chamber. It needéd but a hasty 
glance, as they passed through the city, 
to see that preconcerted orders had al- 
ready been carefully executed. The 
troops were all under arms and at their 
stations in commanding ‘places through- 
out the town. Arrived at the Tuileries, 
the general and his glittering escort en- 
tered the chamber. : \ 
**Citizen delegates,’’ he said, ‘‘the re- 
public was falling. You understood the 
situation ; your course has saved it. Woe 
to them who cause disorder or disturb- 
ance! With the help of General Lefebre. 
of General Berthior and my other breth 
ren in arms I will arrest them. Let no 
man look fur precedents in the past. 
Nothing in history is comnarable to the 
end of the eighteenth century, nothing 
to the present moment. Your wisdom 
passed this motion; our arms will exe- 
cute it. We desire a republic founded in 
true liberty, in civil liberty, in popular 
representation. . We are going to have it. 
I swear it in my own name and in that 
of my brethren in arms!’’ ‘‘We swear 
it!’’ was the antiphonal response of the 
assembled’ generals, Some one indis- 
creetly suggested that’ Bonaparte had 
sworn, but not the oath of allegiance to 
the :constitution required by their pre- 
vious action, but the president hurriedly 
declared all further proceedings out of 
order, the assembly having adjourned 
by its own act.—Professor W. M. 
Sloane’s ‘‘Life of Napoleon’’ in Century. 


The Fly’s Mouth. 

The fly’s mouth, is really nothing 
more nor less than a tongue which, at 
the proper time, runs in and out ofi.a 
hole in ‘the fly's head, like the tongue 
of a snake, Even this latter effect may 
be proved to be 4 delusion if you are 
careful in examining a fly while in the 
act of eating, for it is then that it may 
be seen that the combination mouth and 
tongue is simply a tiny black, thread- 
like -proboscis which unfolds from be- 
neath the head, where there is a little 
niche or socket prepared for it. 

When this combination tongue and 
mouth is unfoldedjready for business, it 
spreads out, dividing into two flat 
leaves, Which are planted smoothly and 
evenly over thé surface from which the 
little insect hopes to extract a meal. 
Should the surface prove dry or un- 
yielding, the fly is equal tothe emer- 
gency, and by a muscular feat he im- 
mediately changes his smooth, soft, 
leaflike tongue into a rasp which works 
with lightning rapidity over the lamp 
of sugar or other substance, the particles 
thus dislodged being quickly sucked in- 
to the stomach.
